PREFACE 



The undergraduate elementary school physical education programs 
in this publication are printed as they have been presented by the 
institutions offering these programs. (A copy of the questionnaire is 
included in Appendix B.) Only those schools are included which 
responded to the questionnaire. In no way is this directory intended 
to indicate the quality of a program or school. The purpose of 
publishing the directory is: 

... to assist prospective major students and counselors in 
providing answers to such questions as: What is the 
size of the elementary physical education specialization 
program at a particular university? What are the courses 
leading to the specialization? Who are the faculty? 

... to permit chairpersons of college and university physical 
education programs and others interested in elementary 
physical education programs to become aware of the 
nature and growth of such programs and also to have a 
source for determining curriculum offerings and personnel 
at various institutions. 

The questionnaire was mailed in the spring of 1977 with a follow-up 
mailing in the fall. The initial mailing list was derived from the 
Stanford Study conducted in 1975. Of 315 schools contacted, 17A 
responded. This Directory presents 12A institutions as offering some 
type of program focus for the elementary physical education specialist. 
Institutions which did not have any specialization in elementary physical 
education for major students are not included. An alphabetical list of 
all institutions in this Directory is included in Appendix A. 

The Directory includes information just as it vas submitted. In 
some cases there was no response to a particular item, so no information 
is recorded. As noted in the Directory , some institutions offer special 
preparation in elementary school physical education as: major, ^r, 
track, specialization, emphasis, option. The item indicating whetuer 
the institution is on the quarter hours or semester hours system is 
identified by "O.H.'^ or "S.H." at the top of the listing of credit 
hc-Ts for the courses.
